REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1961, 

To  the  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 

THE  WARDLE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

For  the  year  1961  I  have  to  report  as  follows s- 
GENERAL  SURVEY. 

The  sewers  throughout  the  area  have  been  sufficient  at 
all  times  during  the  year  except  at  one  shallow  length  near 
Waterhouse  Farm0  The  least  amount  of  debris  brought  down 
on  the  fast  running  sewer  and  deposited  in  the  slower  running 
section  was  sufficient  to  cause  the  overflow  to  come  into 
action  when  the  Wardle  Mill  discharge  was  made©  The 
duplication  of  this  short  length  is  necessary Q 

Exemption  was  obtained  for  sev/ers  in  connection  with 
rodent  control  but  as  a  precaution  test  baiting  has  been  dene 
without  takes  c 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  * 

No  disinfections  were  necessary  during  the  year  as  the 
major  number  of  infectious  diseases  were  Measles,  Chickenpox 
and  Mumps t 

HOUSE  REFUSE. 

During  the  year  a  change  of  policy  was  introduced  and 
house  refuse  was  collected  weeklyc  Disposal  is  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Ashbrookc  This  area  will  shortly  be  completely 
tipped  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  disposal  at 
Rochdale  Destructor  in  1962;  Nightsoil  from  pails  is 
collected  fortnightly  andpoured  into  sewers  For  the  first 
time  a  major  rat  infestation  occurred  at  Ashbrook  refuse  tip 
and  for  a  considerable  time  caused  concern*  Various  treat¬ 
ments  finally  resolved  the  infestation* 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  . 

The  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  have  been  brought  up 
to  standard  in  all  respects  other  than  stunning  pens  and 
water  bowls  in  lairaget  Delay  in  delivery  of  pens  and 
shortage  of  plumbers  caused  the  Council  to  grant  an  extension 
until  the  31st  March,  1962  for  the  completion  of  the  v/ork0

The  majority  of 
these  supplies  have  been  piped  to  storage  tanks  and  taps* 

The  97-  remaining  have  a  piped  supply  from  the  Rochdale  mains, 
which  is  suitable  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes c

The  first  major  breakdown  of  the  ejector  in  Dyehouse 
Lane  occurred  during  the  year  when  the  weight  bearing  of  the 
compressor  broke  from  corrosion,  and  the  complete  fitment 
replaced .
